NAVY, SAYS:

Washington, Feb. 16.

‘We have now come to the end of 
a serles of clght lectures on Alr 
Raids Precautions. for Hongkong 
which had been arranged by the Alr 
Raids Precautions Sub-Committee 
and I have been asked to wind up 
the serles with come general remarks 
with a view to emphasising how and 
why we must apply the theories of 
Air Raid Defence to our particular 
prodlem in Hongkong, The an- 
nouncer has introduced me to you 
but I want to suy at once that I 
have. no special technical knowledge 
of -this subject but as he has, also 
‘told you it is my particular respon- 
slbility to His Excellency, The Gen- 
eral = OMlcer Commanding, and 
through ‘him: to Ilfs’ Excellency, The 
Governor, to co-ordinate all mean- 
Sures necessary for the defence of 
the Colony. Second only to secure 
ing the Colony agalnst direct inva- 
slon, by sco, land and alr comes the 
necessity for safeguarding the “Home 

' Front” from disintegration by air 
attack on the civil population and 
on what jin the post have been ree 

Rarded 03 non-military objectives, 

“because of the effects such disin- 
tegration must have on the defence 
as a whole. The Millfary forces 
. holding the front ilnes of defence 
cannot fall to be distracted from 
thelr vital role if panic, disturbance 
or uncertainty exists behind them, if 
‘the power of resistance [s wenken- 
ed by the thought of thelr families 
and friends being gassed, mutilated 
or kilicd and the thought of gencral 
disorganisation and chaos which will 
‘be inevitable if the Colony is un- 
prepared to mect the dangerous 
Menace of the alr. | 


The ‘menace Is, of course, the 
“Bomber” acroplane which is cap- 
able -of releasing one thousand 
pounds of bombs, cither ‘in the. form 
of-high explosive bombs, gas bombs 
or incendiary bombs or a2 combina- 
tlon’ of all three. It is always hop- 
ed that the acroplanes’ targets will 
be Military only, but as the policy 
of attack must be to cause: panic, 
wreck communications and cripple 
every day economic life it is impos- 
sible to believe that the civilian 
population, even that part of it 
which Hves and works well away 
from Military targets, will not find 
itself In the thick of the danger. It 
is a regrettable thought that alr war- 
fare will be largely justifled by the 
fact that it alms at gaining a rapid 


————"—~ decislon™” by” breaking — not “only~ thee 


Military defence but the populatlon’s 
will to resist nnd continue the strug- 
gle. Only n population organised in 
defence, self disclplincd and capable 
of helping itself can defeat the 
policy of the bombing acropliine, be- 
cause no military defence, however 


strong, can guarantee to prevent 
every aeroplane reaching the objec- 
tlve—some many always get through. 


PREPARATORY MEASURES 


It js with the view to organising 
the people for defence that an Alr 
Raids Precautions Sub-Committee 
was created, ‘To emphasise the Im- 
portance of Its responsibilities and 
us an earnest of Hts Excellency, The 
Governor’s concern, it 1s to be not- 
ed that the services of a whole, time 
Ajr Raids Precautions OMcer have 
been obtained. He ts an expert sent 
out from England and will arrive in 
Hongkong inva few days. He fs 
Wing Commander Stecle-Perkins, 
who, I understand, has olready serv- 
ed {n Hongkong in. the days when 
he was.with the RAF, ond so he 
may be known to many of you. 

The following are some of the pre- 
paratory meusures belng undertaken 
by the Afr Ralds Precautlons Sub- 
Committee at the present time. 


The Instructlon _ and. education. of 
the people in Air Ralds Precautions; 
arrangements for repalr of ronds, fire 
fighting, rescue of persons; arranges 
ments for detection of poison gas, 
decontaminatlon and treatment of 
exsualtles; and finally steps such as 
controlled and restricted lighting and 
air rafd warnings ‘which will make 
It diMcult for the bomber acroplane 
to find his target at night. The 
majority of these measures can and 
are belng undertaken by existing or- 
fanisotlons such os *Public Works 
Department, Police, Fire Brigade, 
Medical and Sanitary services an 
so on from which it will be realis- 
ed that in effect many of the Alr 
Ralds Precautions measures aro 
merely extensions of peace time ser- 
vices ‘to meet the menace of war, | 


SUPER-STRUCTURE OF DEFENCE 


The fundamental fact, however, 
remains that the services I have re- 
ferred to are only the super-struc- 
ture of defence, they collnpse if the 
foundation is not there, 
foundation {s the Instructed indivi-~ 
dual, and it is on Alm that I wish 
to concentrate in the few minutes I 
am allowed the medium so appro- 
printe for this talk—the alr. By the 
advice .given during this series of 
lectures, by the support of the Press 
in so fully reporting the lectures and 
by the purchase of the Alr Raids 
Precautions handbooks which, I am 
glad to say, aro now on sale, all the 
instruction necessary Is now availnble 
to ennble the individual to prepare 
-himself_to.meet_the danger from_the. 
air, 

Whereas the individual is the 
"Private” soldier of Alr Raids Pre- 
cautions defence, the household, is 
the ‘Unit of defence,’ and 7 us¢ the 
term household generally to include 
the business ‘house, the firm or the

factory, and it is to tho. leading: In- 
dividual within this ‘houschold’ that 
F nddress myself most especially to- 
night..’.How con we sat about mak~ 
ing our preparations os individuals? 
I would ask you to ask yourselves 
the following questions and not leave 
them alone untill you can answer 
them to your satisfaction: ~~ iB 


Do I know what Js likely to hap- 
pen. If a-five hundred pound High 
Explosive Bomb falls into the road 
outside my office? : 


Do I know how ta deal with, on 
Incendiary bomb which lands on the 
roof of my house? - 


Do I understand the different types 
of gas which might descend either 
in bombs or from sprays, and what 


wiHl happen if I get in the way? 


Do I understand what is required 
of. me-to ensure that my house. js 
not o beacon at night to guide ‘the 
bomber to ‘his ‘target? ‘ 


Finally, have I done all I can to 
meet these dangers In my house, in 
my office or workshop or even in 
that Mid-level house which I let re- 
Bularly at such a handsome rent? 


HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY 


The responsibility of the head of 
the houschold in Hongkong is o par- 
ticularly heavy one owing, in’mnny 
cuses, to the grent poverty of the 
masses who, even as employers, ore 
so ill cquipped to help themaclves, 

It Is obvious, however, that a war 
scale of Preparation cannot be made 
in peace time so I will muke a con- 
atruttlye proposal that. you proceed 
to examine your own problem and 
work out the future on some .such 
lines aos these. 

Firstly, think .out how the donger 
about which you have heard or read 
will affect you'as on individual, as 
the head of o house, or as an cm- 
ployer of labour—the ‘problem will 
cu different one for cach case in 
every different locality. : 

Next, work out an interlm scheme 
and arrange to have ready at hand 
the materlals necessary ‘to deal with 
the High Explosive, the Gas or the 
Incendiary bomb. Have all arrange- 
ments made for darkening your 
house so that no Hghts ore visible 
from outside. Make up ,your mind 
which Is the best room_to- convert 
Into n gas-proof room. Some of the 
materials and equipment such as I 
have in mind are buckets for water 
and sand, fire extingulsher, blanixcts 
for gas-proofing doors, paper or ‘cel- 
Jophane for ‘pasting on . windows, 
See that your houschold know what 
to do !f they or thelr clothes get 
contaminated with gas; where the 
decontamination ‘centres are, (when 
they are built: they are not bullt 
yet). Be sure that you get a gas 
mask early, but before you take. it 
sce that it fits, after thot always 
have it with you. Gas masks will 


/be on sale In due course at cheap 


rates. Some such Interim plan with 
instructions ready prepared will en- 
sure that you are not caught un- 
awares. ; 

Finally, prepare the full scheme to 
be put into effect when war comes. 
This should arrange for the 
strengthening of your house walls, 
the protection of the external doors 
and windows against splinter and 
blast of shells, the completion as a 
gas-proof room of the one already 
selected by you, and s0 on.

In preparing your plans you will 
be. foced with many problems pecu-

. ONGKONG during the late ’fiftics of the last century

priate; for the Colony was a veritable hot-bed of strife, 
discontent, and sullen vituperation—sparing no one in 
its devastating and. baleful thoroughness—from the 


Governor to the occupant of the most minor post in official —

The cause of all this dissent could be laid at

of one individual—a man who was’ the Attorney-General

APPOINTED TO HONGKONG 


ctober, 1855, upon’ rccom- 
iomictien of Sir William Moles- 
worth, then Secrelary of State for 
‘the Colonics, Queen Victoria ap- 
pointed Anstey Attorney-General for 
Hongkong and standing counsel for 
H. M.. Plenipotentiary and Superin- 
tendent of Trade, the then Governor, 
‘Sir John Bowring. 


his appointment Anstey embarked 
for Henakeonmt by. the P, and O. 
Steamer Cadiz and arrived in the 
Colony or January 30, 1856. On the 
following day he was gazcticd to a 
seat on the Legislative Council. 
"No .sooner had ‘he established 
himself jn the Colony than he bepan 
to corry into practice his fatal pro-

Derhaps this regrettable tralt might 
have been due to his independent 
spirit and proud disdain of those who 
were then in the positions of au- 
thority in the Colony; but there fs 
really not much excuse for what sub- 
sequently occurred and (what made 
him ao veritable tempest in the 
colonial teapot. 

In his favour it may be said that 
his position os Attorney-General was 
an extremely difficult one; for the 
Colony was literally rife with dis- 
order. The Governor, Sir | John 
Bowring was too much o savant and 
too sure of “number one” to be of 

| much assistance to a man of Anstcy’s 
Jmpetuous temperament, and Anstcy 
soon became the Governor's most 
detested enemy. : 


_ RIFT. WITH GOVERNOR 


‘It is rather. amusing to sce ‘how 

+ Anstey himself started the breech 
which was shortly to widen into on

Shortly after his arrival in the 
Colony, he wns a guest at a mecting 
of the Royal Asintle Socicty, which 
was presided over by Sir John 
Bowring: Bowring had just read a 
paper purporting to be a translation 
of a Slamese poem by’ an American 
lady, It developed, however, that 
the ,Governor had made ao alight 
error and the paper was not trans- 
lated by the Americas woman, but 
by the wife of Dr. Gutzlaff, on inter- 
preter in Government employ. 
Anstey, instead of passing over the 
‘obvious error, got up and. charged 
the ‘Governor with somcthing like a

The animosity against the Gover- 
nor can be readily understood. The 
imputations against Mr. Caldwell 
were of a different matter; for 
the Attorney-General brought 19 
charges against him—accusations 
of the most scandalous nature 
alleging that ‘the Registrar-General 
was not only a, friend und 
protector of pirates but that he was 
also the owner of a brothel, and was 
heavily interested in the business of 
prostitution in the Colony. None of 
these charges, it may be said, were 
and the case naturally broke 
down, but the resentment arouscd by 
the hurling of such a monstrous series 
‘of foul accusations did not aid in 
moking Anstey any more popular in 
a community which was already 
secthing with charges and counter- 
charges, “ : 

The rift with Chief Justice Hulme 
arose out of the Attorney-Gencral’s 
customary Inck ‘of tact; for at a 
dinner at Government House, he 
‘stated “that "the~Chtef —Justice “had 
exceeded the bounds of temperance.” 
The remarile was, of course, resent 
by the individual slandered, who, for 
that oge of hard drinkers, was cx- 
tremely temperate, and Anstcy's 
refusal to apologise or alter his 
statement creuted as scrious a rift 
with the Chicf Justice as had his 
“scorching” remark with the Gover- 
nor. . 

The charges ogainst Dr. Bridges 
were that this worthy had infringed 
upon professional ctiquette and had, 
in the dual position of Colonial 
Secretary and Opium Monopolist, 
embarked In some very "shady" 
transactions, There ‘was no doubt 
that there were peculiar. “irregulari- 
ties about the office of the Colonial 
Scerctary, and of all the accusations 
made by the Attorney-General, this 
one was perhaps the most solidly 
founded. The Colonial Sccretary 
subsequently resigned. 


GRAFT AND CORRUPTION 

.The. checkered history of the 
Colony at thls period was nothing 
but a pot-pourri of the most sinister 
accusations of graft and corruption, 
and it Is needless to go into the de- 
tails of the charges brought’ by Mr. 
the. other. officials 
whom he had duly “investigated.” 

The furore created by Mr. Anstcy 
at length became such that the local 
government could stand it no longer, 
und on Aug. 7, 1858, the Executive 
Council! met and voted to suspend 
him. In his despatch to the Secre- 
tary of State, Sir John Bowring ‘gave 
n full ilst of tho reasons for the sus- 
pension of the ‘unpopular Attorney- 
General. This missive had its desired 
effect, and together with other ac- 
counts of woe from the Colony which 
were being sarcastically commented 
upon In the Home Press caused the 
Secretary of State, Sir Edward 
Dulwer Lytton on Mar. 17, 1859 to 
dismiss Mr, Anstcy from office and 
to order his recall to England. 

Mr, Anstey, however, did not wait 
for the confirmation of the order 
from the Sceretary of State, but 
after his.suspension by the Executive 
Council, he. stnyed on in Hongkong 
until Jan. 30, 1859 when he [eft for 
home by the. P. and = O. steamer 
Cadiz—incidentally the ship on which 
he arrived—on 12 months’ leave of

Heavy -Cost Of Spanish 
Civil War To Navy 


By a1. G. King 
(United Press Sto Correspondent.) 


: |. Paris, Feb. 6. 

A resume which has just been 
published by the French Ministry 
of Marine on the activities of 
their fleet in connection with the 
Civil War in Spain, reveals that 
by the end of 1937 the total cost 
of patrol and other duties will be 
well over 50,000,000 francs for 
the past 15 months, 


The action of ‘the French Navy 
during the Spanish conflict: may be 
divided into three phases, The first 
was devoted to the protection and 
the evacuation of French’ citizens 
living in Spain wherein. two crulsers, 
four destroyers, nnd four torperdo- 
boats ‘succeeded In evacuating over 
3,000 persons. The second phase was 
in the Interests of the = policy of 
non-Intervention which quickly fol- 
Jowed by the establishment of naval 
control under the acgls of the London 
Committee, This action alone neces- 


sitated the mobllization of more than} ; 


~-20,000-tons-of—light—craft--by-— the 
French Navy as well as the use of 
five heavy tankers to supply © them 
with fuel. 

During ‘this period alone, French 
ships were responsible for the’-tran- 
sport of over 20,000 Spanish refugecs 
to French ports: they took over 240 
tons of foodstuffs back with hem to 
Spaln for distribution in war stricken 
zones. 

The third and most costly perlod 
was that following the Nyon Accord 
when French naval units were on 
full war footing and all ships had 
thelr full complement of men ,and 
armaments. At the present moment 
the French navy Is represented by 
* 30,000 tons in Spanish waters at a 
cost of 890,000 Francs a month for 
food supplles and salarics, :

Sir.—Your editorlal in yesterday's 
Issue sounds a timely warning. In 
the last three weeks I have twlee 
walled through ‘one of the finest 
stands of pinewood [In the Colony, 
which is to be found in the gully 
which runs from Beacon Hill to a 
well-known point on the Talpo Road 
near Shamshulpo where there is an 
open oir laundry. 

On both occasions, four or five 
groups of people cutting tlmber 
boldly, were observed. That their 
activities were unauthorised was 
obvious by the way they made off 
when any Interest was displayed In 
them. An Indian policeman was also 
noticed on the road near the gully 
once, but he did not seem interested 
in. the clearly-audible sounds of 
chopping. . . 

The trees in the gully, which 
average 30 fect or more {n helght are 
first stripped of their branches, then 
ring~barked and when moribund 
either cut out at the roots or cut off 
leaving a stump.

Woman Pleads Poverty

“I commited the crime on account 
of poverty,” said Wong Fung, 35- 
year-old woman, at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning .when she 
Pleaded guilty to a charge of kid- 
nopplng a nine-year-old girl named 
LL Yip-hoi.

Mr, J. Whyatt, Assistant Attorney- 
Gencral, sald prisoner had. twice 
been convicted for Inrceny in 1926, 
when she was niso’ banished for ten 
years. It must be said, however, that 
wher she was questioned by the 
Police she gave every assistance she 
could to recover the girl. 

Passing sentence of two years’ 
hard labour, the Chief Justice, Sir 
Atholl MacGregor, sald the offence 
was a cruel one, depriving a2 mother 
of her child, 

It was stated In the Lower-Court 
that the woman kidnapped the girl 
under the pretext that she had been 
sent by her mother, who was work- 
ing in a factory at the time. After 


having been locked up in a house for J. 


several days the child was put in 
a motor car and driven to a village 
near Shum Chun, where she was 
later recovered. 


At present undergoing 12 months’ 
hard Jabour for eight similar offences, 
Lt Chiu, 20, was given.a further three 
years’ imprisonment by the Chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning, when 
he pleaded gullty to three charges of 
house-breaking.. 

The charges were: (1) entering the 
house of Mrs, Elvira D’Almeida in 
Austin Avenue; (2) entering the 
residence of Mrs, C. Chesterman in 
Nathan Road; and (3) entering the 
house of Mr, J. P. Whitefield at 
Carnarvon Buildings.

In his favour it may be said that 
his position as Attorney-General was 
nn extremely diMmcult one; for the 
Colony was literally rife with dis- 
order. The Governor, Sir John 
Bowring wes too much a savant and 
too sure of “number one” to be of 
much assistance to 9 man of Anstcy's 
‘Impetuous ‘temperament, and Anstcy 
soon became the Governor's most 
-detested ‘enemy. : : 

‘RIFT WITH GOVERNOR 

It is rather amusing’ to see how 
Anstey himself stared the - breech

Tho charges against Dr, “Bridges 
were that this worthy had infringed 
upon professional ctiquctte and had, 
in the dual position of Colonial 
Sceretary and Oplum Monopollst, 
embarked in some very “shady” 
transactions. There. was no doubt 
that there were pecullar “irregulari- 
ties” about the office of the Colonial 
“Secretary, und of all the accusations 
made by the Attorney-General, this 
one was perhaps the most solidly 
founded, The Colonial Secretary 
subsequently resigned. 


GRAFT AND CORRUPTION 

The checkered history of the 
Colony at this period was nothing 
but « pot-pourri of the most sinister 
accusations. of graft and carruption, 
and It is needless to go Into the de- 
tails of the charges brought by Mr. 
Anstey against the other officials 
whom he had duly “investigated.” 

The furore created by Mr. Anstey 
at length became such that the local 
government could stnond it no longer, 
.und on Aug. 7, 1858, the Executive 
Council met and voted to suspend 
him. In his despatch to the Sccre- 
tary of State, Slr John Bowring rave 
a full Ust of the reasons for the sus-, 
Pension of the unpopular Attorney- 
Gencral, This missive had its desired 
effect, and together with other ac- 
counts of woe from the Colony which 
were being sarcastically commented 
upon in the Home Press caused the 
Secretary of State, Sir Edward 
Bulwer Lytton on Mar, 17, 1359 to 
dismiss Mr. Anstey from office and 
to order his recall to England. 

Mr. Anstey, however, did not wait 
for the confirmation of the order 
from the Secretary of State, but 
after his suspension by the Executive 
Council, he stayed on In Hongkong 
until Jan. 30,.1850 when he left for 
home by the P. nnd O, stenmer 
Cadiz—incidentally the ship on which 
he. arrived—on 12 months’ Ienve of 
abrence.- ‘
